Another is land donation. The
report suggests that individuals
willing to donate plots of land
to the city for such purposes
be encouraged to the maximum
extent, Many cities have given
tax deductions or tax exemp-
tions to individuals and estates
in return for property.

Industry cooperation is an-
other factor. Industry ocou-
pies over one-dthird of the

present land area and em-
ployes thousands of people in

Torrance. Many industries

have encouraged sports
leagues and other programs.

It is recommended that a
Joint facilities' program be.
tween the City and some of
the larger industries might be
possible to develop cer-
tain areas now owned by
these industries if the Oity
would provide maintenance
or supervision,

The report assumes full co-
operation also between the
schools, and the e¢ity. This
means using school grounds for
general recreational areas rather
than building duplicate facili-
ties.,

Walteria Lake

Proper development of the
Walteria Lake area might ef-
fectively reduce the cost of the
recommended bond program on
an annual basis by up to 10 per-
cent, 'If a park and flood con-
trol facility is established there,
the assessed valuation of the
area would be quadrupled, so
states the report. Such a devel
opment might also account for
